RETAIL  SELLING 

The  retail  trade  has  been  seriously  affected  by  the  decrease  in  labor  supply.  New 
clerks  are  often  engaged  who  have  had  little  experience  with  the  public,  know  noth¬ 
ing  of  the  line  of  goods  they  are  to  handle,  and  are  quite  deficient  in  what  is  known 
as  selling  force.  Older  employees  are  sometimes  transferred  to  departments  with 
which  they  are  but  slightly  acquainted.  Instruction,  study,  and  encouragement  will 
contribute  much  toward  the  development  of  the  sales  staff  into  an  efficient  organiza¬ 
tion.

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LIBRARY  NEWS 
Reserved  Books 

Patrons  of  the  Library  often  need  books  which  are  in  circulation  charged  to 
other  borrowers.  It  is  inconvenient  to  call  every  day  until  the  desired  volume  has 
been  returned.  In  order  to  improve  the  Library’s  service  at  this  point,  a  system  of 
reserving  books  has  been  installed.  Upon  payment  of  two  cents  to  cover  cost  of 
postage,  any  volume  except  Seven  Day  books  will  be  reserved  for  any  adult  borrower. 
A  notice  is  then  mailed  to  the  patron  as  soon  as  the  book  reaches  the  Library,  and  it 
will  be  reserved  48  hours  for  the  person  making  the  request.  This  system  is  in  force 
at  the  Branches  as  well  as  at  the  Central  building. 


The  Library  and  the  Epidemic 

During  the  most  virulent  period  of  the  epidemic  of  influenza,  the  activities  of 
the  Public  Library  were  restricted.  Beginning  Monday,  September  30,  books  were 
loaned  and  exchanged  but  readers  were  not  allowed  in  the  buildings.  One  week 
later,  the  health  authorities  ordered  that  the  buildings  be  closed  to  the  public  entirely, 
and  from  October  7  until  October  21  this  program  was  in  force.  Several  members  of 
the  staff  performed  valuable  service  in  various  offices  at  City  Hall,  crippled  on  account 
of  illness.  Lina  H.  Welch  and  Marguerite  H.  Comer  assisted  in  the  office  of  the 
Purchasing  Department,  Florence  B.  Aldrich  in  the  Poor  Department,  Ruth  G.  Cole 
in  the  Health  Department,  and  Lillian  L.  Hayes  in  the  Street  Department.  The 
assistant  librarian,  Elizabeth  E.  Rule,  was  connected  with  the  work  of  the  Child 
Welfare  house  on  Ocean  Street  for  several  days. 

The  rest  of  the  staff  worked  daily  at  the  Central  Library  and  took  advantage  of 
the  period  of  closing  to  do  some  of  the  tasks  which  had  been  receiving  little  atten¬ 
tion  because  of  the  reduced  size  of  the  staff. 

That  a  very  significant  portion  of  the  city’s  population  were  glad  to  resume  their 
use  of  the  Library  system  is  expressed  in  the  work  of  the  Central  building  and  the 
Branches  on  the  day  of  re-opening.  More  than  1,200  volumes  circulated  at  the 
Central  library,  nearly  400  at  Houghton  and  over  300  at  Wyoma.  In  addition  to  the 
borrowers,  many  visited  the  buildings  for  reading,  study  and  reference  assistance. 

A  New  Arrangement  of  Fiction 

Class  and  author  numbers  are  no  longer  assigned  to  books  of  fiction.  They  are 
now  arranged  on  the  shelves  according  to  the  name  of  the  author  and  the  title.  It  is 
believed  that  the  parons  of  the  Library  will  find  this  a  simple  and  satisfactory  arrange¬ 
ment  of  these  books  on  the  open  shelves  in  the  Reading  Room. 

Staff  Notes 

A  number  of  changes  in  the  staff  have  taken  place  since  the  last  issue  of  the 
Bulletin.  The  vacancy  in  the  Reference  Department  caused  by  the  resignation  of 
Vivian  B.  Webber,  has  been  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Mary  M.  Snushall  of  Cam¬ 
bridge.  The  new  Reference  Librarian  is  a  graduate  of  the  Bridgewater  Normal 
School,  the  University  of  Illinois  Library  School,  has  taught  school  in  the  middle 
west  and  has  been  connected  with  the  public  libraries  of  Springfield  and  Bridgeport. 

Elizabeth  L.  Mead,  Librarian  at  the  Houghton  Branch,  has  resigned  on  account 
of  poor  health.  Dorcas  C.  Stevens,  a  member  of  the  staff  of  the  Lynn  Public  Library 
for  several  years  and  formerly  Librarian  at  the  Ward  Seven  Branch  has  been  appointed 
to  succeed  Miss  Mead. 

The  Librarian  was  called  to  Washington  in  September  by  the  Library  War  Ser¬ 
vice  to  make  an  investigation  and  report  on  the  organization  and  work  of  the  Students’ 
Army  Training  Corps,  with  special  reference  to  the  curriculum  and  the  need  of  books 
for  instructional  and  recreational  purposes. 
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Wyoma  Branch  Opens 

The  Wyoma  Carnegie  Branch  was  officially  opened  and  dedicated  on  the  evening 
of  September  19.  At  six  o’clock,  dinner  was  served  to  the  Mayor  and  the  Municipal 
Council,  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  guests  in  the  Community  Room.  The  exercises 
took  place  at  eight  o’clock  on  the  main  floor  of  the  building  with  a  large  gathering 
of  the  residents  of  Wards  One  and  Two  present.  Chairman  Walter  O.  Faulkner  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  presided.  The  speakers  included  Mayor  Walter  H.  Creamer; 
George  P.  Merrill,  President  of  the  Broadway  Improvement  Association;  Librarian 
Clarence  E.  Sherman;  Rudolph  W.  Currier,  President  of  the  Lynn  Woods  Associa¬ 
tion;  Councillor  J.  J.  McAuliffe  of  Ward  One;  and  Captain  Roy  H.  Bergengren. 
During  the  evening,  children  of  the  Pickering  School,  under  the  direction  of  Percy 
C.  Graham,  sang  patriotic  songs,  and  selections  were  played  by  Preble’s  Orchestra. 
An  interesting  feature  of  the  program  was  the  singing  of  Scotch  ballads  by  James 
Singer  as  a  special  tribute  to  Mr.  Andrew  Carnegie.

Sunday  Opening 

The  Newspaper  and  Reading  Rooms  at  the  Central  building  are  now  open  Sun¬ 
days  from  2  until  6  o’clock.  This  schedule  has  been  in  force  for  several  years,  cover¬ 
ing  the  months  of  October  to  May,  inclusive.  Last  January,  the  practice  was  discon¬ 
tinued  on  account  of  the  fuel  shortage  and  it  was  not  resumed  in  October  because  of 
the  epidemic  of  influenza.  The  renewal  of  the  opportunity  to  read  at  the  Library  on 
Sunday  afternoons  will  be  welcomed  by  many  citizens. 

The  United  War  Work  Campaign 

During  the  week  of  November  11-18,  a  national  campaign  will  be  conducted  to 
obtain  at  least  $170,500,000  to  continue  the  valuable  work  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  the 
Y.  W.  C.  A.,  the  National  Catholic  War  Council  K.  of  C.,  the  Jewish  Welfare  Board, 
the  War  Camp  Community  Service,  the  American  Library  Association,  and  the 
Salvation  Army.
